WASHINGTON CITY, May 3.—A decision wwi 


rendered by tho supremo court of thu United 
States Mondny in tho bonk tax caso of Stan- 
lev nKainst tlio board o£ supervisors of Al- 
bany, S. Y. Suit was brought to recover 
certain taxes alleged to have been illegally 
collected from Stanley, a shareholder in tho 
National Albany Exchange bunk. 
Tho coun- 


ty assessors adopted a rule under which thoy 
assessed shores of stato and national bank 
stocks in the city «t par, irrespectivo of their 
actual or market value, and tbe plaintiff in 
this enso maintained that this resulted in im- 
posing upon the shares ot tho Exchange l«ink 
a firoater rate of taxation than was nsscswl 
upon other mi n >yod capital generally, bo- 
causothouctualvu'luoof Exchange bank shores 
was considerably less than tlio slock of tho 
other bonks in tho city.

"Yes," said. \Villiam Jack Hayr.cs, tho ceu- 


tennriajj, tbo ofber duy, "J ivos in Lbo slave 
trade Cor tLrco yours—that is, I TTOS e:i£ineer 
on tho stca-iisbip Grampus, which ran Iron) 
New OrlooJi3 to Africa for tbreo yonrs, buy- 
ing ncp-ooa in Africa aud scllinff thoni in 
Jfew Orleans." 


"HoTi- did you get possessioa o( tho negroes 


to bring them over?" 


"I will tell you how wo generally mauacjcd, 


and wo always had a good load on our roturu 
trip. You kjiow in ihoso days, liCty or billy 
years ago, tho servant girls in tho so'jth wcro 
of n very ordinary and woilliloa kind, and 
would do almost anything. Many of them 
had no homo, and lew. if any, friends, and 
so no ono noticed their departure. Tho cap- 
tain oi tho ship Grampus would indues a num- 
ber o£ thcso girls to go on board as sorvajits, 
and when wo roacUtd iho coast of Africa 
wo would cast anchor, and Lho captain aud hia 
men would Isnvo tho boais lowered and go 
oshoro. Thoy would soon ascertain where Lho 
chief or head man of tho tribo lived, and 
thou thoy would tujco ono or two o:1 tho girls 
ashoro with them and pny a visit to Lho head 
of *ho snvago tribo. Tho girls wcro always 
willing to go'and seo tho country,1 and when 
thoy reached tho African chief tliey were 
mado an article at merchandise, just aa wcro 
tlio trinlccts that ira carried over m'Si tliom, 
Tlio captain would negotiate by sigr.3 when 
no inrenirecer could be had, and the sara^c 
chidf most always was chai'inod \vith the 
wbito girlb', and was possessed wil.h a strong 
desiro to hnvo Lhom ri'main. He would givo 
them nil Icinrlsof proscnti and niako much udo 
over theu'., nnd ii waa by taking advantage 
of this weakness that the cnp'-ain WO.H almost 
always .successful (11 bartering tueiu to dim 
Coi' as many negroes of his tribo us ho could 
cnrry aK"ay. Sometimes ho wouM bavo to 
Icavo two girls if ho brought back very many 
Africans." 


UOIIE Oil LESS STRATEGY. 


"Tijeso gir3b- were then forced to siayF 
"Thoro was always moro or less strategy 


used, and thoy generally consented Lo remain 
until tho ship returned. Through Uio ovo:-- 
tulTS of the chief and Lho assurance tbat 
everything tho country afforded would bo at 
their command, and partly through tho 
throats of the captain and his pronii.w.s to re- 
turn, they generally remained, seemingly cor.- 
tont to wait forourruturn, but rilivoys waited 
iji vain. 
"\Vo woold niako up our load of 


slaves, tuT-niug a certain number ol them in 
each evening and storing '.horn securely in tho 
hold, and, by repeating this each day, wo 
would, witli Lho chief's help, soon get as many 
as wo cared to sail with. They woro never 
obstreperous, and seomed perfectly conter.t aa 
long as Lhoy got plenty to oat, and wcro. joy- 
ous in tlidr barbaric conversations in tho 
ship's hold. Occasionally ono would die, and 
wo would tliroii- liira into the ae;i, nnd then 
tho others would mako strango motions, . I 
think lllioy worshiped tho sun and moon 
when (n Luoir own country." 


"And could you get a ship load ot negroes 


for two servant girls?" 


"Yes, sir; that's what wo did. Of coui-se-, 


thero were uioro or less trinkets Riven, but wo 
never hoped to accomplish an}'Lbing until wo 
had nmdo poaco with t)io chief of lito tribe, 
aud thi* could most aJways be done with two 
girls. Wo never loit moro than thrcowith 
Iho head of a tribo." 


"\Vhat kind of slaves did you prefer to 


bring?" 


"Wo always picked up.Lho young bucks, 


say from 17 to 20 3'cars old. Wo also brought 
a number of females about tho sarco ago. Wo 
frequently brought thorn a!! up on dock, but 
when a storm camo they would drop back to 
tbo hold i:i an instant at the wavo ol a whito 
hand. 
They wora obedient, and I never 


knew ono to show any inclinaLiou to bo othor- 
wiso," 


"What report would you giro on your re- 


turn of those girls who went out with }'OU r"' 


THEY LEAH.VEn TIIJC TH7JT1I, 


"They were, as n, rule, imvcr inquired after, 


but on one occasion a girl whom wo left hnp- 
pcned to bolong to a pretty good family, und 
when wo returned to New Orleans her friends 
rero on hand to moot her, and when sho did 
not appear they besought tho captain eagerly 
as to \tliai had bocoiuo of her. JJo informed 
them that sho had proferred to remain in the 
suany land until tho good ship returned. This 
did not at aJl satisfy thf»m, and thoy pushed 
their inquiries, day and niffht until thoy 
learned tho truth, and Capt. Johnson (for 
this was his name) was in danger of being 
mobbed, when he quiotly set soil ono evening 
and passed down the river and out through 
tho gulf, and I never heard of him after- 
ward." 


"Then you did not ruturn to Africa?" 
"i"o; it was just at ttis timo that I hod an 


offer to take charge of an engijio on Iho CrsS 
steamboat ever nin on tho lower Mississippi, 
and I nccoptcd it." 


"When you wero in tho slave trade did you 


over return to tho placo f rom whero you se- 
cured your previous cargol" 


">"o, indeed; wo would always goto some 


other point, but wo board afterward that tho 
girls left thero did much goodfor tho natives, 
teaching Uicm to sew, cook ai:d wo.-k." 


"Did tho Africans have any idea al tho timo 


that they wcro being sold into slavery?" 


"^otthosligbtas:. Thoy thoughc"from tho 


signs that had been made to thorn that they 
were coming to a placo whcro a.l! was lovoly"; 
where tho sun shone brighter ar.d tho moon 
looked larger, nnd to oat tropical fruit; would 
bo their chief employment, Sad, indeed, must 
they ha TO felt when they began to rcojaa Lhat 
they had been sold into slavory, from which 
it was as impossible for thorn lo e.Ttricnta 
themselves as il would bo toclmngo tho color 
oC their own sklu." 


"How many did you bring to America 


in all?" 


"I ki'pt no record of this myself, but on 


ono occasion I remember well wo bad ono 
thousand on board, and wo landed them 
safely in >"ow Orleans. They were al! sold in 
less than a week. 
We brought SIT ship loads 


over din-ing tho three years I was with Uii> 
uliip, and I suppose the total number wouid 
bo at least 7,000." 


."Whoro were thoy kopt In >"ew Orleana 


until they woro sold?." 


"Tlioy wero taken to what was known as 


tho negro pen, which was an inclosuro whert 


largo shed was built In this inclosure 


wort1 cots of straw, and tbov slept thera until 
thoy woru driven OH by their new masters to 
the cotton and sugar plantations, from which 
nany of them wero never released until 
d<.-aLh.—St. Louis Republican.
